Folks, 


A couple of weeks ago, I posted a question here about this problem. It's 
now fixed, at least at 9 MHz and above. Read on... 


The culprit turned out to be a mica cap in the middle tunable coil can 
of the 2nd variable IF (the 2-3 MHZ one). The slug was all the way in 
and wanting more, and here's the deceptive trap: at the top end of the 
band, the trimmer tuned through a maximum, so what could be trashing one 
end and not the other? Well, these trimmers have a fixed and stationary 
ceramic disc, each coated in a half circle shape with sliver paint. The 
more the two silvered areas overlap, the more capacitance you get...BUT 
it has no rotation stop, just turns round and round. Therefore it tunes 
for a maximum even though you're not at resonance yet going to the (in 
this case) maximum capacitance and back. 


The fink capacitor was in parallel with the trimmer. You can't really 


find the bad ones of these without a bridge, but I have one, and the cap 
(120 pF as I recall) measured about half that and was very lossy. I 
then looked at all the slug-tuned cans for ones where my recent 
alignment had resulted in the slug screwed way in and in the end found 
four bad micas. 


The receiver now has a 10 dB S/S+N sensitivity below 1 uV on the best 
bands, which include the 9 MHz one I'll use to listen to hte BBC 
transmitter in Thailand at 9740 KHz. Other bands at 9 MHz and above are 
a bit worse, as bad as 4 uV in some cases. 


The bands below 8 MHz are 5 uV at best and about 20 uV on the 1-2 MHz 
segment> I checked all the micas in the 1-2 MHz fornt ned and all are 
good, and it aligns as it should. The 17 MHz oscillator delivers about 
5V xms to the mixer cathode with the mixer out of its socket.

My suggestion is to NOT try to improve sensitivity on the lower bands. 
That's cuz the lower you go better s/n ratio is not meaningful because band 
noise will mask any improvement you might be able to make over 5uV. Also, I 
would think less gain is needed to establish proper AGC characteristics for 
noisy band operation - too much gain will reduce the AGC response range. It 
also may be a problem with coil coupling coefficients due to higher Q's at 
lower frequencies which causes lower s/n ratios. 


As an aside, I wondered why years ago my Heath AR-3 had such poor s/n ratio 


with its slug tuned coils compared to receivers with air core coils. It 
turned out to be shorted turn loss and consequential lower Q caused by the 
brass adjustment screw that mounts the ferrite/powdered iron slug, the screw 
penetrating the coil undoes the improvemt in Q the slug is supposed to make. 
I made new adjustable slugs by removing the screw and standing it off the 
end of the slug by mounting the screw in a bit of phenolic rod and gluing 
the phenolic to the end of the slug. The screw not penetrating the coil 
made a significant improvement in s/n ratio.

Just finished up the alignment and repair of a very nice 
Hallicrafters SX-115. I have two of them, 

and one is enough, so.. this one needs a new home. It's been 
recapped and re-tubed as needed, 

and it's undergone a full alignment. I worked out with Q-tips and 
brushes, so it's pretty clean inside, 

though perhaps not obsessively so. It works very well indeed, with 
one odd exception.. when 

switching from LSB to USB, the USB oscillator often won't start 
without first switching to "AM Lower" 

then back to USB. Switch appears to be working correctly and the 
oscillator is adjusted per the 

alignment instructions.. Any ideas? 


Other than that, the receiver hears very well. I was surprised to 
find lots of signals on 15m today, 

so many, and so loud that I had to take pretty serious shielding 
precautions during the alignment of the 

15m band! 


Cosmetically, I'd say the radio is about an 8 or 8.5 out of 10. Its 
finish is all-original, and there

I suspect it may be a screen supply problem 
but I have not spent much time investigating the source of the problem. 


However, this is the second Viking 1 I have owned but this one has a 
small vertical chassis mounded in the area just right of the xtal_ sockets. 
There is nothing in the schematic or manual that refers to what this is for. 


I talked with another local ham and he said he has the same chassis with 
one tube (I can't see the number on the tube but it looks like a dual plate 
12AX7 or 12AU7) also mounted in the same area on his Viking II.

It's an edited version of Caig's hype. Nothing is said about the 
instruction to first "clean" tube pins. Also, the suggestion to ignore 
"black tarnish" is erroneous. 


Corroded tube pins make for unreliable and noisy operation of equipment. 
Corrosion acts to "grind" both pins and socket contacts which enhances an 
ongoing corrosion process. 


Tube pins on octal tubes, for example, are tin plated brass with tin/lead 
soldered tips. Corrosion products must be mechancally removed to "clean" 
the pins if no uncorroded tin plate sheen is evident. DeOxit may act to 
dissolve some of the corrosion products but it won't dissove all because of 
their complexity. You don't want to plug tubes into your sockets with loose 
junk on the pins. My approach is to use a tooth brush style wire brush to 
clean the outer, in between and tip surfaces of pins. If heavily corroded I 
also use a solder aid wire brush to clean the inner surfaces. When shiny 
metal is evident I clean the pins with a cotton swab dipped in Deoxit (or 
any other effective contact cleaner) to remove all the cleaning debris. 
Applying a protectant is optional if the tube is going to be used right away 
because heat will eventually destroy the protectant. If the tube is going 
into storage protectant will stave off new corrosion. 


Glass base minature, novar and the like tubes, utilize iron alloy pins that 
are temperature coefficient compatible with the glass base they exit from 


and are subject to rusting as well as other forms of corrosion. I use the 
same wire brush procedure to clean the pins until they appear smoothly 
metalic before finishing with DeOxit. 


Minature tube pins originally come in all shades of color. Coloring is 
caused by molecular changes to the pin surface and is evidence of little if 
any corrosion. Blackened miniature tube pins may be one of the those colors 
but is more likely the sulfer compound corrosion referred to as "tarnish" 
transferred from silver plated socket contacts. Tarnish is non conductive 
and should be removed. 


Gold plated pins are a mixed blessing when part of the gold is wiped away by 
socket contacts. A wire brush will quickly remove the very thin gold 
"flash". Use discretion if you want to preserve the beauty, effective 
contacting is dependent on whatever pin surfaces make contact with socket 
contact surfaces. 


Only silver plated pins, typically found on high power tubes, are subject to 
tarnishing. Tarnish is typically caused by sulfur dioxide and hydrogen 
sulphide present in the atmosphere as a result of vegetation decomposition, 
farm waste, sewer outgassing, and combustion of petroleum products. 

Brushing soft silver plate to remove tarnish can be avoided by chemically 
cleaning pins. If DeOxit won't cut the mustard try using a household silver 
cleaner, but DON'T do the long term treatment process or loss of good silver 
plate will occur. Clean away the silver cleaner with soap and water anda 
nylon tooth brush followed immediately by rinsing and drying the pins 
followed immediately by applying protectant. 


Finally, before plugging in a tube, lubricate tube socket contacts with the 
mentioned cleaner lubricant to lessen strain on contacts. Plug tubes 
straight in, don't rock the tubes in, or only very slightly rock a tube to 
get it into a tight socket. Socket pins can easily be made loose, 
especially cheap brass or copper contacts instead of military grade phosphor 
bronze that eveyone would like to have in their equipment.

I suspect that they may be just rebottling a quart of synthetic motor 
oil - I didn't see an MSDS for analysis. I don't like the synthetic 
motor oils for small bearing applications because they have some 
properties like moisture and particulate suspension additives due to the 
engine environment, but I've used MOBIL I ATF for years and been mighty 
pleased with it. It's about the right viscosity for most boatanchor 
bearings, etc., and doesn't seem to bother plastic parts, which is a big 
concern in our business. I use a horse sized hypodermic needle to apply 
it. There is another synthetic product made for spinning reels that

I think it's overpriced for what it is. I also don't care for some of 
their marketing. For old radio/turnable applications, the difference 

between synthetic and conventional (dinosaur juice) is minimal. We're 
not talking 4,000 SHP turboshaft engines here! 


I'd bet that you could lube an old radio today with conventional oil 
made in the last few years and you'll be long dead before it 
hardens/gums up. 


Side Note: In the world of automotive oil fanatics, there is a lot of 
consternation that many "synthetic" oils being sold today are simply 
very well processed dinosaur juice. The powers that be feel that it's 
refined enough to call it "synthetic." But it really isn't a true 
synthetic oil - Mobil 1 falls into this category today, but it's still a 
great oil. 


Our radios are 60+ years old - so is the oil - so was the oil 
technology. Conventional oils and greases today are vastly superior to 
what was made 60+ years ago. 


That said, I do prefer synthetic oils in just about every application. 
The "why" goes down the road of audiophoolery - I just like the way it 
feels on a pot shaft or BC-348 tuning drive versus conventional oil. Am 
I fooling myself? Probably, but I don't care. ;) 


For BA's, I use MIL-PRF-23699 turbine engine oil. It is a very good 
synthetic oil designed for turbine engines. Look for Mobil Jet 0il II 
or another turbine engine oil on the e-place and it's probably on the 
QPL for 23699. A $10 can is a lifetime supply. If you can find the 
type C/I (corrosion inhibiting) flavor, even better - it has some very 
nice extra corrosion inhibitors in the mix. 


One thing to note: 23699 does not have the extreme pressure additives 
or the detergents of an automotive or diesel engine oil. I don't think 
these do any harm in BA applications - I just prefer to get things clean 
first before lubricating so I don't need the detergents. Turbine engine 
oil IS liquid death to engines with plain bearings or pistons. 


Just my few cents worth...
